REPORT OF 
the Board of Edueation. 


Citizens of Mt. Vernon: 

At a meeting of the district in March, 1896, Mrs. 
Annie E. Perham was elected a member of the Board for 
three years. 

The Board organized as follows: President, Mrs. Ann 
Campbell; Treasurer, Frank O. Lamson; Secretary, 
Mrs. A. E. Perham. 

And now the close of another school year is at hand 
and in looking over the work of the several teachers, we 
note either marked successes or failures. 

The year of schooling has been quite short, but this is 
in no way due to the Board. At the last town meeting, 
the sum 1aised was £200 less than previous years. 

Can we afford to cut our children’s education short ? 
Do we not rather need to add to it? 
~ Some of us can only give the children a good educa- 
tion, but it is more than a fortune in itself if properly used. 

The Board needs the co-operation of all interested in 
the children. 

The school buildings have been properly cleaned and 
needed repairs made. 

Some new books have been added and old ones care- 
fully gone over, but we need to add more books up to 
date and such as are adapted to the children. In order 
to do this more money must be raised. 

The Center school retained the same teacher as it had 
the previous year, Miss Clara Blood of Wilton. In her 
we found all traits which go to make a desirable teacher, 
thorough, practical, conscientious and one who exercises 
much tact. In order to do this more money must be 
raised. 
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South District, Miss Ora Raymond, during the Spring 
term had charge of this school. Miss Raymond is a 
teacher of experience, and would have been retained 
throughout the year, but has taken a course in normal 
training at Bridgewater. 

The Fall and Winter term was a combined one. Mr. 
Ernest Robinson had charge of this term, but wishing 
to resume his studies at Harvard College closed his 
school after three weeks’ teaching, and the term was fin 
ished by Miss Florence Whiting of this town a High 
school graduate of Bridgewater Normal School. This 
was her first term, but think she will meet with success 
as a teacher. 


EAST SCHOOL. 


Miss Nelly Perham of Wilton had charge of this 
school during the Spring term. This was her record 
year of teaching and is one who possesses those qualities. 
of a successful teacher. The Fall and Winter term was 
in charge of Miss Bertha Buffum of Winchester, N. H. 
It was her first experience in teaching and gave much 
satisfaction to all. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


Miss Mabelle Spencer of this town taught this school 
during the Spring term and commenced the Fall and 
Winter, but on account of ill health was compelled after 
three weeks’ teaching to close her school. ‘This was her 
second year as teacher in same district. ‘The term was 
finished under Miss Nelly Perham’s instructions. 

The Board have visited the schools sufficient times to 
know that the teachers on the whole have labored dili- 
gently and done well as far as in their power, but in the 
out districts the attendance has been small and very 
irregular. No teacher, no matter how faithfully they 
may perform their duties, can make a day school inter- 
esting with only two or three scholars and those under 
ten years of age.

Mont VernonTown Library 


In making this annual report the trustees ‘are pleased 
to state that the books and property of the town entrust- 
ed to their care are in good condition. During the year 
the library has been open twice a'week, and.as the follow- 
ing figures: will show, has been well patronized : 


Number of Books taken out-on Sundays, 842. 
66 a 6 6 Wednesdays, 647. 
Total number taken out 1,489. 


From the appropriation last made 64 new: volumes: were 
added. Hon. Geo. A Marden very generously donated 
20 valuable volumes. These additions together with the 
78% volumes transferred from Appleton Library and the 
number last reported make a total of 472 volumes: now 
in the library. Through the efforts of Mr. W.P. Woods 
and some of our enterprising young people an additional 
sum was placed in the hands of the trustees, w hereby a 
departure has been made. A portion of this was expend- 
ed in providing for one year, seyen leading magazines. 

In spite of the fact that the current year’s “additions 
in reading material have surpassed those of the previous 
year the demands are in excess of the supply. 

It is to be..hoped that a generous appropriation will be 
made for the comming year. The sum appropriated for 
the past year amounted to 1 7-10 cents on the hundred 
dollars, so that a person assessed for $2,000 would con- 
tribute only 34 cents towards the brary. This is cer- 
tainly not an extravagant rate. 

The trustees always welcome suggestions in respect to 
the purchase of books, etc.
